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Luncheon Tasties. 
AM CUOQUETTES.--A cupful of 
finely chopped lK>iIed ham, a 

cupful of breadcrumbs, two cup- 
fnls of hot mashed iiotalo, a larse ta- 
V>lespoonf\d of b.ittor, three eugs and 
a si)cck of cayenne pejiper. Beat bam, 
butter, pepper and two eggs into the 
potato. Let the mixture cool .slightly, 
then sliapo into croquettes. IJoll in 
breadcrumbs, dip in the third egg. 
beulen, then bi crumbs. Put into fry* 
lug basket and ]ilahge into boiling fat 
Cooic two mfniifes. 

I?aked ila:!-. With Tart or .Spice 
Sauce.— A liimi, dash of popiter and 
cloven, threo tablespoonfuls of flour, a 
quarter cupful of brown sugar, two 
cupfuls of wafer, two tablespoonfuls 
of vhiegar, a few v/iiole spices. The 
ham should be boiled the day before. 
'\Vu;ib in warm water, then put on to 
boll in cold water enough to cover. 
]loll friowly lliirty to forty-five niin- 
iites, leave in stock twenty-four hours. 
iJemove the skin and dust with pepper 
and place cloves iu the fat i>art. Cover 
with two tablespoonfuls of flour and 
LroMii sii),'(ir. add water, put iu hot 
oven and bake forty-flve minutes or 
until nice and browu, basting two or 
three times. Remove bam to hot plat- 
ter and to tlie gravy, .idd two table- 
si)ooufuls of •. iai-yar. tlie ^vliole splr-c.s 
and enough water to make two cupfuls. 
Add a tablesiiooufol of flour tbickcn- 
iiifr and l)oll tliree minutes; then strain. 

Ba "oa and Split I'eas.— rut Ihe peas 
to soak tlie day before requiro<l. WasJi 
tbem well and remove any that are 
discolored. Tie tbe peas loosely in a 
muslin I jag, then boU until quite soft. 
While the peas are cookii .ij trim off 
the rind of some fat bacr. i, and jn^i 
before tbe jpeas arc reaiy fry tbe 
bacon, plare on £ dish aE<!l keep hot.

Mice and rabbits like tree bark 
as well as children like candy, 
and it requires watchfulness to 
save young trees from being gir-

The rofleuts are kept away by 
wrapping trees with wire net- 
thifr. or even tarred building pa- 
per; but paper is not so sure 
protection from mice. A six-inch 
mound of earth well packed 
around tbe base of tbe tree will 
help to turn away mice, and If 
the snow also is tramped down 
around the trees ilv? mice will 
not be so likely to get at them, 
because they work under the sur- 
face as a mir.

Where Large Numbers cf Chicks Ari 
Raised It Is lndlsp«^sable. 

That the importance of the brooder 
in rearing large nn:M; > :s o* imi.bulor 
chicks caimot be overcsiimated is the 
opinion of N. Jj. Harris, ^lerlntendeut 
of the Kansas State Agmnltural col- 
lege poultry farm. * 

Some artificial uiL-aiis oi' iiroodiug 
chicks must be provided ^hcn incuba- 
tor chicks hatch ih cool m-ecAd weath- 
er. Where a small flock ^ birdv Is to 
be raised it Is not profitable ro use 
either tlie incn!)ator 
where large immbers 
handled the brooder 
of convenience. 

Ivccping chic&s In 
mines ^e labor and reduces the cost of 
honsc^ and yards. Wh^ hens are 
used for brofHlcr.^ In co!d.%'eather only 
a few chicks can be trivcu to cnch hen. 
This requires a large number of coops, 
and tho attendant Is conMlIed to. give 
each group pearly as rauim attentimi as 
would bp required for (^T 
cared for by the bro<jdcr.-

There are nearly as many makes of 
brooders on the market as there are 
Incubator factories in tlie ■^(untry. 
Many of these brooders are si> cheaply 
constructed as to be in constant dungei 
of dre. Many small brooders ere on 
the market, however, which are practl- 
cal)5' fireproof and 'viiich b;-ve a ca- 
pacity of from CO to lOO chicks.

February 4 to li 

In a communication received by 
this paper. Collector of Internal 
Revenue, Josh T. Griffith of Owens- 
bf»ro, Kentucky, announces that a 
Federal income Tax ofiicer a ill be 
sent into this county on Feb 4, 19 18 
and will be here until Feb. 16 1918. 
lie will have his office in Court 
House in Central City, Ky., Feb 
4 to 1 1 anil in Greenville from l"eb, 
11 16, will be there every day ready 
and willing to help persons sabiect 
lu the Income Tax. make out their 
returns without any costs to them 
for his services. 

The Collector of Internel Reve- 
nue estimates there will be 800 tax- 
payers in this County. 

Retuus ot Income for the year 
1917, must be made on forms pro- 
vided for the purpose before March 
I, 1 9 18. Because a good many 
people don't understand the law and 
won't know how to make out their 
returns, the Government is sending 
in this Expert to do it for tdem. 
liut the uuiy is on the taxpayer to 
make himself known to the Govern- 
ment. It he doesn't make return as 
repuired before March i, he 
may have to pay a penalty ranging 
from $20 to ;>iooo, pay a fine or go 
to jail. So if you do not want to 
take chances on going to jail, you 
better call on the Income Tax man. 
If you are not sure about being sub- 
ject to the tax, better ask him aud 
make sure. Whether you see the 
Income tax man or not, you must 
yake return if subject to the tax. 

Of course, persons resident in 
other Counties may, if they want to 
come and see the Income Tax man 
who will be at Greenville and 
Central City.- 

The Collector suggests that every 
body start to figuring up now his 
Income 'l ax and expenses so as< to 
be ready with the bgures when the 
Expert arrives. -Expenses, however 
don't mean family expenses, money 
used to pay off the principal of a 
nebt, new machinery, buildings, or 
any thing like that. They mean 
what you spend in making your 
momey — interest, taxes paid, hired 
help, amount paid for goods sold, 
seed, stock bought for feeding, rent 
(except for your own dwelling), etc. 
Income includes about every dollar 
you gcT.^ 



Bodioiu Nitrate. 

In view Af the fact that the Gov- 
ernment has bought nitrate and pro- 
poses to distribute it at cost to the 
American farmer the question natur- 
ally arises as to ^^!lat this nitrate 
should be used for and how much. 

Nitrate in tpis Cuunty should be 
used for the |foIlo-AiDg things and 
should not be iised for our ordinary 
crops unless it be used to make a 
complete fertilizer or one contain- 
iDg Ammonia and Phosphate which 
might well be uhed on tobacco or 
other ciops whi^h bring in an equiv- 
alent amount to the acre of cash. 
It might be used. for truck growing, 
on tobacco beds and in view of the 
present wheat shd^rtage to lielp the 
backward growth ^n the spring. If 
you have need for nitrate for these 
purposes you should see the County 
Agent, Cohen Bros., Wallace Hard- 
ware Company or The Bremen Mer- 
cantile Co., to let them give yon an 
applicilion blank which must be 
filled out before F'ebruary 4. 

This Nitrate will cost 175.50 at 
Baltimore, Md. and the farmer must 
pay the freight atid Tag Fee. It 
contains the equivalent of iS per cent 
ammonia. Granting that it costs 
$90 per ton delivered (which it will 
hardly do) it will cost ^4.50 per 
hundred or 2s cents per unit of am- 
monia. You will also notice that it 
is just 9 times as strong or contains 
9 times as much plant food as a 2 
per cent fertilizer. Hence when it 
is used you need only to use 1-9 as 
much |o get the- same results. . For 
further information see tbe County 
Agent.

Sweafits Sweaters must be 3 inches shorter, that is, 22 indies to neck, insteact 
of 25. Make rib 4 inches, as before. 

Wristlets— Cast on 52 stitches on 3 needles; 16-16-20, knit 2, purl 2 for 2}s 
nches. To make Hist opening for thumb, knit a, pari 2, to the end of thhrd needle, 
turn; knit and purl back to the end of first needle, always slipping first stitch; turn. 
Continue knitting back and fortli for 2 inclies. From this point continue as at first 
for 3 inches. Now make on the same side as the first opening, a second thumb open- 
in g like first opening. From this continue as at first for 2}i inches. Bind off loosely 
and buttonhole thumb openings. You wUl notice that wrisUets now have two thumb 
openings, instead of one as formerly. 

Socks— Same as before, except from tip of heel to tip 4tf toe must measore vdtk- 
0 ut stretching io>4 inches, at leasf. 

Do not press anything except the socks, and these only up to rib.

For Sunday niglit sui)- 
yt'i'B wber^ there is a 
guest or two the enjoy- 
ment will bo double if 
tlu'y take part In getting things ready. 
This is also a time to let the man of 
the house use his ingenuity as well 
ns the children, everybody loves to 
watch a meal in preparation especially 
if all the uppoiutments ure pleasing. 

For the server at the cliafing dish 
table the chair should be high, so 
that all tiic stirring and seasoning may 
bo done witli ease. The chafing dish 
sliould set upon a metal tray, the lamp 
carefully filled, all utensils needed 
near'at hand. Pure alcohol should be 
u.sed in the lamp, as an inferior one 
gums uud 8poiis the lunii>. One of the 
essentials in all work, especially in 
table preparation, is noiseless work, 
so the wooden spooos are bettfT to 
u.se than metal ones. The carved sil- 
ver affairs may be used for serving. 

With tlui spoons as utensils for 
preparatioii.s sliould he small rtjcepta- 
'■les of .salt, pepper, celery salt and 
paprika. If onion is used it should 
bo finely minced and phic»?<l in a Kin:ill, 
attractive dish. All ingredients should 
be prepared beforehand, and placed in 
pretty receptacles within easy reach. 
,\ wh(!el tra.y is a most convenient as- 
saving iiiaiiy steps, tlu; soiled 
dis}ie;:i n)ay bo (iui«:kly g)itlier«:i und re- 
moved u^d ail the supplies kept on it 
if wished. Dainty finger polls or sjmd- 
wifjjes aro tiie usual a(!Couipiiulment 
to any di'»hf'S xorved from the ehating 
dish, the.se are pri-pared beforehand. 
A Kulad is unuther well-liked dish. 
This may be either sweet or more sub- 
stantial, deriending upon the other 
dislies served. 

Another good combination is hot 
bouillon, pepiM-r salad, <;reained hali- 
b\it, celery, sponge cuke, eofffe. 
<'i-e.-iined oysters, cheese sandwiches, 
eliicken in crpuju snucc, omelet and 
K'Hilai^U (tru (ill ii}sll(:s which may be 
Merved aoccewslttUy (rom a chafing 
dish. 

THE 
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RATION FOR GROWING COLTS 

Two Parts Oats and One Part Bran 
Makes Suitable Feed — ^Add Little 
Corn in Winter. 

Two parts of oats (prefe^bly 
crushed) and one part of bran mak«i| 
a very suitable feed for growing colts.' 
In cold weather a lit^e corn may bel 
added not to exceed 25 per cent of the; 
ration. If clover or alfalfa is used as 
half of the roughage ration, no oil 
meal will be needed, but if the rough- 
age consists of wild liay or corn sto-^^r, 
about 8 per cent of oil meal should be 
a<lded to tlie grain ration. Where oats 
is high in price and barley is plenti- 
ful, a ration of crushed barley 60 per 
cent, bran 30 per cent, and oil meal 10 
per cent shoulil give good results. 

There is a little danger of overfeed- 
f>ig a colt if it is properly exercised. A 
colt should receive at least one pound 
daily for each 100 pounds of live 
weight, and if out in the cold a little 
more may be used to advantage. 

Growth can be made more rapidly 
and cheaply during tlie first year than 
at any other time, and feed sdiouULnot 
be spared at this time. /

ration for steers in Iowa. One lot, re-; 
reiving each per day 17 pounds shdled 
corn, 29 pounds silage, 2 pounds oil 
iiieal and IVz pounds alfalfa, mado 
gains at a cost of $9.57 while another 
lot, receiving S% pounds com, 51 
pounds silage, 2 pounds oil meal and 
IV* pounds alfalfa, made gains at a 
cost of $7.67. The first lot averaged 
i.>,04 pounds gain per day while the 
fjeoond lot averaged 3.04 pounds.' 
Reducing the corn and increasing the, 
iTisilago Increased the gains and cut 
down the cost of making gains. — ^North'
